The United States Navy.
TWO UVKDRED AND NINETY-FOU- VtSKLS uF ALL

CLASSES.

"The United States Repiter" for 18C7, com-- j
ilea by J. DUtumcll, and not yet printed,

shows that ot the six hundred vessels belonging
U our Navy at the close of the war, two hun-
dred and ninety-fou- r were in the service last
week. About all the uselet-- s vessels have been
sold. On the list now are sixty-thre- e irou-clad-

six frigates, and ixty-llv- e ships of the line; the
Government makes the following classiticatioii.
the rates referring to size rather than 10 the
quality of the vessels :

Explosion of a Boiler Eight Boys Killed.
The PottsvlUe Aftners' Journal says:
'Ou Saturday morning list, just before the

hour to commence worn had arrived, a breaker
boiler, one ot the three at the colliery of Wil-

liam Kear & Co., Minehill Gap, exploded with
terrific violence, blowinp everything In its im-

mediate vicinity to atoms, killing eight boys,
slate-picker- whose apes raneed from 12 to 18
years, and seriously wounding the engineer,
named Good, and several boys. The cause of
the explosion is unknown. The names of the
bojs killed are George II. Clemens, William s,

Richard Welsh, Michael WeMi, James
Ryan, E. Lawler, and John Welsh. The
name of a boy who was wouuded aud died sub-
sequently we have not learned. It Is thoupht
that several others who were wounded cannot
recover, as their Injuries are of a very serious
character. It seems that the boys had collected
in the boiler house before going to work, to
warm themselves, and that they were in the
house when the explosion took place. This Is
